0 Three North Shore Country Day School faculty and staff 
members had the opportunity to travel to South Africa during 
the summer as members of the National Association of 
Independent Schools’ (NA1S) first “Delegation for Diversity” 
Dale Wentz, Director of Admissions and Financial Aid, Mary 
Pat Hepp, Middle School Head, and Noreen Potempa, Second 
Grade Teacher, joined a delegation that included more than 50 
educators from NAlS-member schools in the United States, 
Europe, and South Africa. According to Dale Wentz, “The 
physical beauty of the Cape was breathtaking. This, juxtaposed 
against our afternoon on Robben Island, the home to both 
political and common criminals during the apartheid era, leaves 
one ill at the horror that man is capable of - even in modem 
times.” The “Delegation for Diversity” was sponsored by NAIS 
as part of its vision and program initiatives in diversity, multi- 
culturalism, equity and justice in independent education. 

0 On Friday, October 18, Larry 
Heinemann, award-winning 
author, Vietnam veteran and 
Fulbright Scholar, gave a lecture 
entitled “Vietnam: Then and 
Now,” and visited Mr Smiths 
history classes. Invited as part 
of the Focus On History seminar 
series, and in conjunction with 
the Asian Studies program, Mr.

Fall Sports in Review 


N orth Shores fall athletic teams enjoyed success on the 
playing fields and courts, with several teams reaching 
state and regional tournaments. 

The field hockey team won the Independent School League 
Championship, marking the first time in six years that North 
Shore has captured the championship. The last ISL title the 
School won was in 1996, with a team that included Hillary 
Wirtz ’97, the current assistant coach. The team advanced to 
the quarter finals in the playoffs. 

The football team made it to the 1HSA State Playoffs for the 
third time in four years. 

The boys soccer team dominated play in the North Shore Country 
Day School Tournament, taking first place and bringing home 
the winner’s trophy. The team advanced to the second round of 
IHSA State Playoffs.

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Jessica Harper ’67 Receives 2002 
Francis R. Stanton Alumni Recognition 


J essica Harper ’67, actress, songwriter, vocalist and 
children’s author, was honored with the Francis 
R. Stanton Alumni Recognition for her lifetime 
dedication to the arts on Friday, October 4 during 
Homecoming Weekend. 

Visiting campus for the first time in 35 years, Jessica spent a 
day meeting with students in all three divisions. Being back at 
North Shore after so many years, Jessica was struck by how 
much things seemed the same to her. While she noted that 
students aren’t subject to the same strict standards of dress she 
remembers, she felt the essence of the School was unchanged. 
“Even the smell is the same,” she remarked. 

Lower school, sixth and seventh grade students were treated to 
her children’s stories and music, a professional turn she took 
after the birth of her two daughters that was driven by a desire 
to fill the void she saw in these fields. Eighth graders and Upper 
Schoolers had an opportunity to see samples of her film work 
followed by a Q-and-A session. They learned of her early love 
of the arts, supported by her parents, and of her great fortune 
in landing the first part she ever auditioned for, which just 
happened to be in Hair on Broadway. Jessica’s role in Hair led 
to a part in a much lesser known production off, off Broadway. 
Nevertheless, the play received critical acclaim and drew audience 
members including famed directors Woody Allen and Brian de 
Palma. Both directors cast Jessica in movies, thereby launching 
a film career. 


“You know, when I told my 
twin brother that I was to 
receive this award he said, 

‘On what grounds?’, and I 
had to stop and think for a 
minute. Not because I don’t 
think I’ve achieved much, but 
I’m not sure, in all honesty, 
that I’ve achieved more than 
a whole lot of other alumni 
of this school I think my 
achievements may just be 
more publicly visible. 

But what, in fact, speaks 
so well for this school is 
the number of graduates 
who have succeeded and 
brilliantly achieved their 
goals as lawyers, musicians, 
teachers, parents, whatever. 

Because, as I - and many of you - know from personal experience, 
North Shore Country Day and its wonderful teachers do their job 
well: they provide a really solid foundation for a successful life. 

This is my first visit to the campus in 35 years, but I carry NSCDS 
with me all the time.

When I write songs, I’m influenced by Vincent Allison’s music 
curriculum, which will always be a part of my musical foundation. 

I can sing and record three-part harmonies without even thinking 
about it, and that training dates back to high school. 

When I do creative writing, it is informed by Dick Lacey’s demand 
for precision and Frank Wallace’s for imagination. And writing a 
verse in rhyme, which I do a lot of, requires exactly the same kind 
of mental process as was taught by Bill Steele in his amazing brain 
teaser math class. 

Whenever I take the stage, I know I’m able to do so with a degree of 
confidence instilled partly by my experience in years of Vaudeville 
shows, beginning in 6th grade when Susie Cranage and I sang “Five 
Foot Two” in flapper costumes. 

John Almquist was perhaps the greatest source of inspiration for me. 
He opened up a whole world of art and let me realize that I could 
create it, and that I could “Live and Serve” the arts, which is what 
I’ve always tried to do. 

I am really grateful and honored to receive the Francis R. Stanton 
award, but I must say I feel that seven formative years on this 
campus are the real reward, and I thank the school for that.”

J essica Harper’s contributions as an artist have reached 
people of all ages and through several art forms: as an 
actress, as a writer and performer of award-winning 
children’s music, and as author of a number of award¬ 
winning children’s books. Jessica is a 1967 graduate of North 
Shore Country Day School and attended Sarah Lawrence College. 

Jessica’s contribution as an artist has been far-reaching and 
impressive. She is viewed as one of today’s most exciting children’s 
artists who delights the child and adult alike. Her career began 
in film with more than ten features, including co-starring roles 
in Stardust Memories with Woody Allen, Pennies from Heaven 
with Steve Martin, My Favorite Year with Peter O’Toole and 
most recently Minority Report with Tom Cruise. She has also 
experienced tremendous success on television as represented by 
her Cable Ace Award for the Best Actress in a Comedy Series for 
her role in It’s Garry Shandling’s Show. She has guest-starred in a 
variety of television series, and her theatrical credits are exten¬ 
sive including roles in various Broadway and off-Broadway pro¬ 
ductions including Hair, Dr. Selavy's Magic Theatre and National 
Anthems with A1 Pacino. Other artists, including Bette Midler, 
have also recorded Jessica’s songs. 

After 25 years in front of the camera, she made her way back to 
music, which had been a part of her early career, where she has 
produced six award-winning CDs for children. Critics across 
the nation have celebrated her music. Her debut album in 1994, 
A Wonderful Life , won both a Parent’s Choice Gold Award and a 
National Association of Parenting Publications Silver Award and 
was featured in numerous magazines and newspapers including 
Entertainment Weekly, Parenting, Family Fun, Billboard and TV 
Guide's Parent's Guide. Since 1994, Jessica has produced five 
additional albums, each winning Parent’s Choice and National 
Association of Parents Publications awards as well as the 
N.A.I.R.D. INDIE Award for Best Children’s Album of the Year. 
She has received rave reviews including from the L.A. Times 
“children’s music doesn’t get better than this.” TV Guide Parents' 
Guide stated, “her lyrics amaze and delight...they rank with the 
best of contemporary children’s poetry.” 

Jessica’s reach to children expanded beyond the world of music 
beginning with her first children’s book in 1999, 1 Forgot My Shoes. 
She has continued in collaboration with her sister, Lindsay 
Harper DuPont ’71 the illustrator for these books, with three 
additional books and two more soon to-be-published books. 

She has received high praise for these children’s books. Kirkus 
Reviews says, “with keen insight and a comic touch, Harper 
spearheads the.elemental truth of parenting; amid the squabbles 
and strife is the steadfast love a parent and child share.” 

Jessica has demonstrated a lifetime commitment and dedication 
to her profession as an actress, songwriter, vocalist and children’s 
author and is recognized for this with the Francis R. Stanton 
Alumni Recognition.
